FOREWORD 


The  Robinson’s  appear  to  have  been  among  the  earliest  pioneers  of  Augusta  County,  Virginia, 
George  Robinson  having  patented  land  on  “ye  East  side  of  Given’s  Survey”  on  May  17,  1738.  White  settlers 
had  begun  to  trickle  in  from  Pennsylvania,  according  to  the  historians,  between  1730  and  1740.  It  was  not  until 
1753,  in  the  twenty- seventh  year  of  the  reign  of  King  George  II,  that  an  Act  was  passed  by  the  General  As¬ 
sembly  of  Virginia  offering  freedom  from  taxation  on  land  to  settlers  for  a  period  of  fifteen  years.  The  follow¬ 
ing  is  a  quotation  from  Hening’s  Statutes:  “An  Act  for  further  encouraging  persons  to  settle  on  the  waters  of 
the  Mississippi:  II.  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  Council,  and  Burgesses  of  this  present 
General  Assembly,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted,  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  that  all  persons  being  protestants 
who  have  already  settled,  or  shall  hereafter  settle  and  reside  on  any  lands  situate  to  the  westward  of  the  ridge 
of  mountains  that  divides  the  rivers  Roanoke,  James,  and  Potowmack  from  the  Mississippi,  in  the  county  of 
Augusta,  shall  be  and  are  exempted  and  discharged  from  the  payment  of  all  public,  county,  and  parish  levies, 
for  the  term  of  fifteen  years  next  following,  any  law,  usage,  or  custom  to  the  contrary  thereof,  in  any  wise,  not¬ 
withstanding.” 

The  Robinson’s,  having  settled  in  Augusta  as  early  as  1738,  were  not  lured  by  the  prospect  of  cheap 
tax  free  lands,  as  were  many  of  the  later  settlers,  but  must  have  been  impressed  by  the  beauty  and  healthful¬ 
ness  of  the  country,  the  great  fertility  of  the  soil,  the  opportunities  for  trapping  and  trading,  and  otherwise 
developing  what  was  to  become  one  of  the  most  noted  regions  of  the  world. 

We  have  not  found,  in  this  search,  all  of  the  Robertson’s  or  Robinson’s,  and  we  feel  sure  that  some 
were  living  in  Augusta  prior  to  1738.  Alexander  Robertson  may  have  been  the  father  of  them  all. 

At  this  time  Augusta  County  was  a  vast  empire  stretching  over  the  mountains  to  the  Mississippi 

on  the  west  and  to  the  north  crossing  the  Potomac  to  claim  a  part  of  the  territory  now  included  in  western 
Pennsylvania,  and  south  to  the  North  Carolina  border. 

The  Indian  trail  used  by  settlers  from  Pennsylvania  traversed  the  length  of  Augusta  County  axl 
wound  its  way  south  to  the  Catawba.  Probably  the  beauty  of  the  landscape  combined  with  the  fertility  of  the 
soil  of  the  Valley  of  Virginia,  as  describecfthe  traders,  proved  as  great  an  inducement  to  settlers  to  estab¬ 
lish  homes  here,  as  the  cheapness  of  the  lands,  although  the  latter  must  have  presented  a  strong  appeal  to  the 
thrifty  Scotch-Irish,  and  the  Germans,  no  less. 

In  this  work  we  have  endeavored  to  present  facts,  perhaps  little  known,  concerning  the  early  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Robertson  and  Robinson  families  of  the  northern  counties  of  Virginia,  and  their  descendants,  giving 
their  lineage  so  far  as  is  known. 

It  is  not  a  complete  history  of  the  families  but  brings  to  light  many  interesting  facts  gleaned  from 

aging  and  yellow  documents,  now  published  for  the  first  time  in  one  book,  and  documentary  authority  given  for 
all  statements. 

Additional  copies  of  this  volume  may  be  obtained  from  the  author,  whose  address  appears  on  the 
bottom  of  the  title  page. 

It  is  my  hope  that  the  small  volume  will  prove  to  be  of  great  value  to  many  who  will  be  interested, 
both  now  and  in  future  years,  when  the  old  folk  of  the  Robertson-Robinson  family  will  have  gone  to  their  re¬ 
ward,  and  the  records,  in  many  cases,  will  have  crumbled  into  dust. 

I  wish  to  express  heartfelt  appreciation  to  Mrs.  Peyton  B.  Howard  of  Lexington,  Kentucky,  for  her 
contributions  to  the  manuscript,  consisting  of  the  lineage  of  her  branch  of  the  Robinson  family,  and  allied 
lines,  et  cetera;  and  to  Mrs.  Bruce  Allen  of  Moorefield,  West  Virginia,  who  also  assisted  materially,  furnish¬ 
ing  the  name  of  the  founder,  Blaze  Robertson,  and  copies  of  deeds,  and  other  historical  and  genealogical  infor¬ 
mation.

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THE  ROBERTSON  AND  ROBINSON  FAMILIES 


The  arms  of  the  Robertsons  and  Robinsons  are  many.  We  are  presenting  three  extracts  from 
Burke’s  -  “The  General  Armory”.  In  general  the  Robertson  arms  are  featured  by  three  wolves  heads 
erased  ar.  and  the  Robinson  arms  by  three  bucks  at  gaze,  but  there  are  variations: 

Robertson  (Strowan,.  Co.  Perth,  Chief  of  the  Clan  Donnochie;  descended  from  the  ancient 
Earls  of  Athol,  sprung  from  Duncan,  King  of  Scotland,  son  of  Malcolm  Canmore.  Of  this  ancient  and  dis¬ 
tinguished  Clan  was  Alexander  Robertson,  of  Strowan,  alike  distinguished  as  a  poet  and  as  the  partisan  of  the 
Stuarts  in  the  risings  of  1690,  1715,  and  1745.)  Gu.  three  wolves  heads  erased  ar.  Crest  -  a  dexter  hand 
erect,  holding  an  imperial  crown  all  ppr.  Duncan,  son  of  Robert,  Chief  of  the  Clan,  having  with  great  courage 
and  intrepidity  apprehended  the  murderers  of  James  I  of  Scotland,  James  II  granted  to  his  family  for  crest, 
the  hand  supporting  the  regal  crown,  and  for  motto,  “Virtutis,  gloria,  merces”.  The  man  in  chains  lying 
under  the  escutcheon  of  the  arms,  was  also  adopted  in  commemoration  of  this  event.  Motto  -  Virtutis, 
gloria  merces;  and  on  a  compartment  under  the  arms,  a  wild  man  chained  ppr. 

The  following  is  not  an  exact  quotation,  but  the  source  is  the  same  as  above. 

Another  motto  used  by  Robertsons  of  Perth,  was  “Dinna  wake  sleeping  dogs.” 

Arms  of  Frederick  John  Robinson,  Earl  of  Ripon  1833:  Vert  a  chev.  betw.  three  bucks  at 
gaze  or,  Crest  -  out  of  a  coronet  composed  of  fleur-de-lis  a  buck  at  gaze  or,  Supporters  -  On  either  side 
a  wivern  or  gorged  with  a  collar  barry  of  three,  the  middle  ar,  the  az.  Motto  -  Foi  est  tout. 
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PROCESSIONING 


Henning’s  Statutes,  a  marvelous  work,  gives  the  meaning  of  “processioning”  as  found  in  the  old 
records  noted  herein.  This  is  not  a  verbatim  quotation  except  in  part.  Processioning  was  the  renewing  of  the 
boundary  marks  for  each  man’s  land  every  four  years,  pursuant  to  an  Act  passed  by  the  General  Assembly  in 
October,  1705,  in  the  fourth  year  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Anne.  The  Court  of  each  county  at  some  court  between 
the  first  day  of  June  and  the  first  day  of  September  directed  the  vestry  of  each  parish  within  their  respective 
counties  to  meet  and  divide  their  parishes  into  so  many  precincts  as  to  them  seemed  most  convenient,  “for 
processioning  every  particular  person’s  land  in  their  several  respective  parishes,  and  to  appoint  the  particular 
times  between  the  last  day  of  September  and  last  day  of  March  then  next  coming,  when  such  processioning  shall 
be  made  in  every  precinct,  and  also  to  appoint  at  least  two  intelligent,  honest  free- holders  of  every  precinct,  to 
see  such  processioning  performed,  and  take  and  return  to  the  vestry  an  account  of  every  person’s  land  they 
shall  procession,  and  of  the  persons  present  at  ^he  same,  and  of  what  lands  in  their  precincts  they  shall  fail  to 
procession,  and  the  particular  reasons  of  such  failure,  which  order  shall  be  signifyed  in  writing  to  the  church 
wardens  of  every  parish  within  every  respective  county  in  this  colony  by  the  clerk  of  the  court,  within  ten  days 
after  the  making  thereof”. 


IS  IT  ROBERTSON  OR  ROBINSON?  THAT  IS  THE  QUESTION! 


For  the  benefit  of  the  readers  who  may  be  uncertain  as  to  the  proper  spelling  of  Blaze  Robertson’s 
surname,  we  will  say  that  one  may  take  his  choice  of  either  Robinson  or  Robertson.  We  found  it  spelled  both 
ways  often  in  the  same  document,  in  references  to  Blaze  himself  as  well  as  to  his  family. 

As  our  authority  we  cite  page  649  of  Beardsley’s  “English  and  Welsh  Surnames”: 

ROBERT,  ROBERTS,  ROBERTSON  -  Bapt.  “the  son  of  Robert.”  The  influence  of  this  name  was  enormous,  as 
our  directories  prove.  Its  chief  nicks,  were  Hob  and  Dob,  whence  with  dims.  Hobkin,  Hopkin,  Dobinson,  etc., 
q.v.  But  the  most  famous  dim.  was  Robin.  Hence  our  Robinson,  etc.  (v.  Robin). 

THE  MEANING  OF  ESTHER.  (From  the  Oxford  Dictionary  of  English  Names  -  Withycombe).  Esther  in  the 
O.  Y.  book  of  this  name,  Esther  is  given  as  the  equivalent  of  the  Hebrew  Hadassah’myrtle’,  though  it  is  usually 

supposed  to  be  from  the  Persian  word  for  a  star - It  is  not  found  in  use  in  England  until  the  7th  century. 

Lyford  gives  both  Hester  and  Esther,  and  the  two  forms  were  used  indifferently - Hetty  was  formerly  a 

pet  name  of  Hester. 


THE  ROBINSONS  AND  THEIR  KIN  FOLK  -  From  the  Robinson  Genealogical  Society’s  Magazine.  Extract: 

Christopher  Robinson  of  Cleasby,  County  of  Yorkshire,  England,  Secretary  (appointed  by  King  Charles  n)  to 
Governor  of  Virginia,  1630.  Wife  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Christopher  Potter  of  Cleasby.  Settled  in  New 
Charles  Parish,  York  County,  Virginia,  died  there  March  1,  1688.  His  wife  died  October  1691.  Children: 

John,  William,  Beverly,  Elizabeth,  Margaret,  Moncure,  Charles,  Sarah,  Thomas,  Malvina,  Francis,  George, 
Samuel,  James,  Anthony,  and  Anna.  (Total  16) 

Moncure,  born  May  1,  1662,  died  November  11,  1727.  He  left  children:  Moncure,  James,  Peter,  Samuel,  John, 
Anthony,  William,  Margaret,  Anna,  Beverly,  Mary,  and  George.  (Total  12) 

William,  son  of  Moncure,  married  first  Mary  Margaret  Webb,  and  had  seven  children,  one  of  whom  was  Benj¬ 
amin  who  married  Mary  Margaret  Asson  (the  second  or  middle  name,  probably  given  in  error)  the  widow  of 
J.  Wilkinson.  (See  History  of  Harrison  County-Marriages-Page  27).  and  had  children:  Elizabeth,  Felix, 
David,  Margaret,  Mary  Magdalene,  Benjamin,  John,  Susan  Malinda  and  William  Marshall. 

David,  son  of  Benjamin  and  Mary  Margaret  Asson  (Wilkinson)  married  March  16,  1809,  Sarah,  daughter  of 
Captain  David  Wamsley,  who  lived  in  Shinston  on  the  farm  made  famous  in  literature  by  “the  old  elm  tree” 
and  now  called  the  “Elm  Farm”,  sold  to  the  Everson  family  in  1840. 

The  Robinson  farm  on  Elk  Creek  near  the  outlet  into  the  West  Fork  of  the  Monongahela  River  was  the  home 
of  the  pioneers,  William,  Benjamin,  and  David  Robinson.  It  was  famous  in  the  Indian  Wars  as  “Nutter’s 
Fort  ,  and  “Robinson’s  Fort”.  Now  the  nearby  town  is  called  Lumberport.

BLAZE  ROBERTSON  OF  BERKELEY  (LATER  OF  HARDY)  COUNTY,  VIRGINIA 


It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  the  object  of  the  present  search,  the  great  grandfather  of  Mrs.  Virginia 
Webb  Howard  of  Lexington,  Kentucky,  for  whom  the  search  was  made,  is  the  individual  about  whom,  at  the  end 
of  the  search,  we  know  the  least,  or  almost  as  little  as  we  know  of  any  other  member  of  the  interesting  family 
of  Robinson  (Robertson),  of  Virginia,  a  part  of  whose  history  will  be  found  in  the  following  pages. 

Blaze  is  an  old  family  name  in  the  Shenandoah  Valley,  and,  like  Robinson,  it  is  spelled  in  various 
ways  in  the  records,  including  Blaze,  Blays,  Blowes,  and  Bloze.  Chalkley,  in  his  invaluable  work,  “Chronicles 
of  the  Scotch-Irish  Settlements”,  recorded  in  the  following  items:

These  are  the  only  Blaze’s  we  can  discover  in  early  Virginia  records  with  this  one  brilliant  excep¬ 
tion:  a  famous  horse  named  Blaze,  owned  by  Colonel  Tayloe. 

It  can  only  be  conjectured  that  Blaze  Robertson  came  by  the  name  through  intermarriage  between 
the  Robertson’s  and  the  Blaze’s,  but  this  is  still  to  be  determined  since  it  did  not  come  within  the  scope  of  this 
study. 

Blaze  Robertson  is  shown  in  Fothergill’s  Tax  Lists  for  1782  as  having  been  a  tithable  in  Berkeley 

County. 

As  shown  elsewhere  herein,  in  1810,  there  were  several  families  of  the  name  in  Berkeley,  living  at 
Springfield,  and  the  family  was  prominent,  for  Israel  Robertson  was  a  lawyer,  a  judge,  a  statesman,  an  editor, 
and  an  engineer.  The  Census  of  the  United  States  for  Berkeley  County,  Virginia,  for  1800  was  destroyed  by  the 
British,  and  the  Hardy  Census  for  1820  is  the  first  available  for  that  county.  Blaze  was  dead  in  1818.  Evident¬ 
ly  he  had  left  Berkeley  around  1793  and  had  died  in  Hardy  County  prior  to  1820,  since  he  does  not  show  in  the 
1810  Census  for  Berkeley,  and  the  Hardy  reports  for  1800-1810  were  in  the  lot  destroyed  by  the  British.  How¬ 
ever,  Blaze  Robertson  had  acquired  property  in  Hardy  County  as  early  as  1779,  the  year  in  which  his  daughter 
Hester  was  born,  and  in  the  same  year  he  leased  a  farm  on  “the  western  side  of  hopewell  a  branch  of  Opec- 
con”  in  Berkeley  County  from  Sarah  Hite.  A  copy  of  this  indenture  follows: 

Copy  of  Indenture  Sarah  Hite  and  Blaze  Robertson  Berkeley  County,  Virginia 

Recorded  May  19,  1779 

This  Indenture  made  the  Eleventh  day  of  May  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  One  Thousand  seven  hundred 
and  Seventy  nine  Between  Sarah  Hite  of  the  County  of  Berkeley  and  Commonwealth  of  the  one  part  and  Blaze 
Robertson  of  the  County  and  Commonwealth  aforesaid  of  the  other  part  Witnesseth  that  the  said  Sarah  Hite  for 
and  in  consideration  of  the  Rents  and  Covenants  herein  mentioned  on  the  part  of  the  said  Blaze  Robinson  to  be 
paid  and  performed  hath  granted  Demised  and  to  farm  lett  on  and  by  these  presents  doth  grant  Demise  lot  and 
to  farm  let  unto  the  said  Blaze  Robinson  a  certain  piece  or  parcel  of  land  lying  and  being  in  the  said  county  and 
on  the  western  side  of  hopewell  a  branch  of  Opeccon  and  being  the  same  whereon  the  said  Blaze  Robinson  now 
lives  and  bounded  as  follows  Beginning  at  two  locusts  near  Hopewell  Branch  and  running  thence  a  66  wt.  One 
Hundred  and  Sixty  poles  to  a  blazed  Spanish  Oak  then  N  34W  One  Hundred  poles  to  two  Blazed  pines  and  white 
oak  Bush  then  N  66E  164  poles  to  a  Blazed  Sycamore  on  the  bank  of  Hopewell  Branch  thence  with  the  same  to 
the  beginning  containing  One  Hundred  acres  more  or  less  and  all  Houses  Buildings  Orchards  Ways  and  Waters 
water  courses  Profits  Commodities  Hereditaments  and  appurtenances  whatsoever  to  the  same  belonging  or  in 
any  waise  appertaining  To  Have  and  To  Hold  the  said  One  Hundred  acres  of  Land  and  all  and  single  as  when  the 
premises  unto  him  the  said  Blaze  Robinson  his  Heirs  for  and  during  the  full  term  and  time  of  sixteen  years 
from  the  Twenty  sixth  day  of  August  last  past  and  fully  to  be  complete  and  ended  Yielding  and  Paying  therefore 
unto  the  said  Sarah  Hite  as  follows  for  the  first  three  years  rent  free  and  for  each  and  every  year  thereafter 
during  this  Demise  the  sum  of  nine  pounds  Virginia  currency  to  be  paid  to  the  said  Sarah  Hite  on  the  Twenty 
Sixth  day  of  August  yearly  and  every  year  during  this  demise  and  if  said  yearly  Rent  shall  be  behind  and  unpaid 
in  any  one  year  by  the  space  of  Twenty  days  and  no  Distress  can  be  had  on  the  premises  that  -  and  in  such  case 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawfull  to  and  for  the  said  Sarah  Hite  to  reenter  the  premises  and  the  same  to  hold  occupy 
and  enjoy  as  if  this  lease  had  never  been  made  anything  herein  contained  to  the  Contrary  in  any  wise  notwith- 
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standing  And  the  said  Blaze  Robertson  for  himself  his  Heirs  Executors  Administrators  Promises  and  agrees  to 
and  with  the  said  Sarah  Hite  her  heirs  and  assigns  by  these  presents  that  the  said  Blaze  Robinson  will  at  his 
own  proper  Cost  Plant  out  on  some  Convenient  part  of  the  said  Demised  Premises  two  Hundred  Apple  trees  the 
said  Sarah  Hite  to  find  one  half  of  the  Trees  before  the  latter  end  of  the  year  One  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  and 
Eighty  One  and  keep  the  same  used  as  a  good  fence  and  keep  the  said  Trees  well  buried  preserved  and  in  good 
order  and  further  the  said  Blaze  Robertson  doth  further  agree  to  and  with  the  said  Sarah  Hite  that  he  will  nor 
shall  not  during  the  Continuance  of  this  Demise  cut  Kill  or  destroy  or  Sell  any  Timber  on  the  said  Premises 
only  where  he  clears  nor  he  suffer  any  others  ---  singly  to  make  waste  of  the  Timber  on  the  said  premises 
without  giving  notice  to  the  said  Sarah  Hite  only  for  the  necessary  Repairs  and  Buildings  on  the  said  Plantation 
and  at  the  cessation  of  the  said  Demise  the  said  Blaze  Robinson  shall  leave  the  Houses  and  fences  in  good  and 
sufficient  repair  and  also  the  Orchard  in  good  order  and  under  a  sufficient  fence  and  that  the  said  Blaze  Robin¬ 
son  shall  leave  Standing  on  the  premises  in  one  place  Thirty  acres  of  Wood  land  for  the  future  support  of  the 
Plantation  and  that  he  will  not  admit  of  any  subtenant  or  Tenants  under  him  during  the  Continuance  of  this 
Demise  And  at  the  expiration  of  the  said  Term  the  said  Blaze  Robinson  shall  Deliver  up  the  said  Plantation 
peaceably  and  quietly  to  the  said  Sarah  Hite  or  her  heirs  and  leave  the  said  Tenament  and  Appurtenances 

thereunto  belonging  in  good  sufficient  and  Tentable  Repair  And  for  the  true  performance  of  all  and  singular  the 
above  Covenants  and  Agreements  the  parties  bind  themselves  to  each  other  in  the  Penalty  of  four  Hundred 
pounds  in  Witness  whereof  the  said  parties  have  interchangeably  set  their  hands  and  seals  the  Day  and  Year 
above  written.

At  a  Court  Continued  and  held  for  Berkeley  County  the  19th  day  of  May  1779. 

This  Indenture  was  proved  by  the  Oaths  of  John  Shelding,  Cornelius  Duvall,  and  Joshua  Yerkes  and  ordered  to 
be  recorded.  Teste  Mills  Dreww  C  C 

Mrs.  Howard’s  grandfather,  in  his  lifetime,  made  a  statement  to  the  effect  that  Hester  (Hetty) 
Robinson  was  born  in  Loudoun  County,  Virginia.  This  could  well  have  been  since  Loudoun  was  just  over  the 
boundary  from  Berkeley  as  Blaze  knew  it.  Blaze  probably  lived  for  a  time  in  Loudoun,  where  Hetty  was  born 
in  1779,  although  no  record  has  been  upturned  to  prove  it.  Or  he  may  have  married  a  Loudoun  woman,  and 
Hetty  may  have  been  born  at  the  home  of  her  grandparents.  But  the  settlers  of  the  day  v/qre  more  or  less 
nomadic  in  their  habits,  always  seeking  greener  grass  on  the  other  side  of  tne  fence,  and  there  is  a  strong 
probability  that  Blaze  lived  for  a  long  time  in  Loudoun,  removing  to  Berkeley,  to  Hardy,  and  to  Heaven. 

History  is  silent  as  to  the  date  of  Blaze  Robertson’s  departure  from  Berkeley  for  the  new  lands  in 
Hardy  County.  He  acquired  the  first  twenty-five  acres  on  Clay  Lick  and  Kimzies  runs  in  1793.  We  have  to 
thank  Mrs.  Bruce  Allen,  of  Moorefield,  West  Virginia,  a  descendant  of  Blaze  Robertson,  for  this  information. 

Some  of  the  heirs  of  Blaze  Robertson  removed  from  Hardy  County  to  Kentucky  and  to  Indiana.  In 
1820  Andrew,  John,  George,  and  William  Robertson  were  living  in  Jackson  County,  Indiana.  Hetty  and  James 
Webb  went  to  Kentucky.  The  following  deeds  were  given  by  Blaze  Robertson’s  heirs  including  Hannah,  his 
widow,  probably  in  preparation  for  their  removal  to  Indiana,  in  1818:

Deed  Book  8,  page  56:  This  Indenture  made  and  Concluded  On  the  10  day  of  September  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighteen  Between  Hannah  Robertson  widow  of  the  late  Blaze  Robertson  Deceased  and  James  Webb 
and  Easther  his  wife  and  Rachel  Robertson  and  William  Robertson  and  Andrew  Robertson  acting  for  them¬ 
selves  and  in  their  own  names  and  also  acting  under  the  authority  of  a  legal  power  of  attorney  legally  executed 
and  Acknowledged  from  John  Robertson  and  Elizabeth  his  wife  George  Robertson  and  Hannah  his  wife  and  James 
Hamilton  and  Rebeccah  his  wife  bearing  the  date  the  seventh  day  of  September  One  Thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixteen  Granted  them  the  said  William  and  Andrew  for  the  purpose  of  selling  and  conveying  certain  Tracts  or 
parcels  of  land  hereinafter  described  (all  of  the  above  named  are  heirs  and  legal  representatives  of  the  afore¬ 
said  Blaze  Robertson  deceased).  The  above  names  were  and  are  of  County  of  Hardy  and  State  of  Virginia  of  the 
one  part  and  George  Miller  Junior  of  the  County  of  Shenandoah  and  State  aforesaid  of  the  other  part  Witnesseth 
that  the  said  Hannah  Robertson  James  Webb  and  Easther  his  wife  Rachel  Robertson  William  Robertson  and 
Andrew  Robertson  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  to  them  in  hand  paid  or  by  bonds 
secured  the  receipt  whereof  they  do  hereby  acknowledge  and  themselves  fully  satisfied  therewith  doth  by  these 
presents  Grant  bargain  sell  enfeeof  and  confirm  unto  the  said  George  Miller  Jun:  his  heirs  and  successors  for¬ 
ever. 

Four  certain  Tracts  or  parcels  of  land  lying  and  being  in  the  aforesaid  County  of  Hardy  on  Kimzies 
and  the  Clay  Lick  run  branches  or  drains  of  the  Lost  River  of  Capacapeon  and  designated  as  followeth  to  wit, 
The  first  Tract  containing  Two  hundred  and  fifty  acres  by  survey  bearing  date  the  18th  of  February  1779,  origi¬

The  first  tract  of  twenty-five  acres  was  conveyed  to  Blaze  Robertson  in  1793  from  John  Kline; 
the  same  tract  was  issued  to  Christopher  Smith,  an  assignee  of  Christian  Wise,  from  Lord  Fairfax  by  Beverly 
Randolph,  governor  of  Virginia,  on  October  19,  1789.  The  second  tract  of  eighty-six  acres  was  conveyed  to 
Blaze  Robertson  of  Hardy  County,  Virginia,  from  Kintner  on  October  9,  1801,  and  to  Kintner  from  George 
Shoemaker  on  January  7,  1804,  The  fourth  tract  of  one  hundred  sixty-two  acres  was  conveyed  to  Blaze  Robert¬ 
son  of  Berkeley  County,  Virginia,  in  1793,  from  Thomas  Elswick.  Blaze  Robertson  must  have  gone  to  Hardy 
County  between  1793  and  1804.

EXTRACTS  FROM  “SOUTH  BRANCH  OF  THE  POTOMAC”  BY  JOHNSTON 


In  1732  occurred  the  first  white  settlement  in  the  Shenandoah  Valley,  just  one  hundred  and  twenty 
five  years  after  the  first  (white)  settlement  in  Virginia.  In  1736-7  John  Van  Meter  of  New  York  sent  his  son 
Isaac  to  take  up  lands  upon  the  South  Branch  and  this  he  did  at  “the  Trough”. 

By  1754  there  were  a  considerable  number  of  Scotch  -Irish,  Jtnglish,  «nd  Dutch  immigrants 
scattered  about  the  mountains.  This  year  was  a  propitious  one  for  it  marked  the  withdrawal  of  all  Indians  liv¬ 
ing  in  the  Shenandoah  Valley,  to  the  westward  -  across  the  Allegheny  Mountains. 

South  Branch  of  the  Potomac  extends  from  Highland  County,  Virginia,  to  its  junction  with  the 
Potomac  near  Green  Spring  Run  station  on  the  B.  &  O.  R.R.  The  first  settlers  were  Coburn,  Howard,  Walker, 
and  Rutledge,  beginning  about  1734.  John  Howard,  having  previously  explored  the  “charming  valley”  with  his 

son,  crossed  the  Allegheny  Mountains,  killed  a  buffalo,  stretched  its  hide  over  ribs  of  wood,  thus  constructing  a 
boat,  and  in  this  crude  craft  he  descended  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  rivers  to  New  Orleans.  Here  he  and  his  son 
were  held  as  suspicious  characters  by  the  French,  and  were  sent  to  France.  Nothing  criminal  being  found 
against  them,  they  made  their  way  to  England.  Lord  Fairfax  -  the  Laird  of  Greenway  Court  -  now  heard  of 
them,  and,  when  Howard  returned  to  Virginia,  interviewed  him  on  the  subject  of  the  South  Branch  Valley,  which 
determined  His  Lordship  to  secure  it  as  a  part  of  his  vast  holdings  in  the  New  World.  Fifty  five  thousand 
acres  were  appropriated  by  him  upon  the  South  Branch. 

Settlers  in  the  Valley  had  hitherto  taken  no  precaution  to  secure  titles  to  their  lands  until  Lord 
Fairfax  migrated  to  Virginia  and  opened  his  office  for  granting  warrants.  Some  of  these  were  issued  as  early 
as  1747  -  most  of  them  in  1749.  It  was  unfortunate  for  the  settlers  already  installed  and,  when  Fairfax  laid  off 
his  “manors”,  many  left  the  country  considering  it  an  odious  act.  To  such  tenants  as  remained,  His  Lordshio 
granted  leases  for  ninety  nine  years,  reserving  an  annual  rent  of  twenty  shillings  (about  five  dollars)  per 
hundred  acres.  George  Washington,  then  a  lad  of  but  sixteen,  was  detailed  by  Lord  Fairfax  to  survey  this  ter¬ 
ritory.  Quoting  from  the  young  surveyor’s  journal,  we  find: 


Sunday,  March  27,  1748 

Traveled  to  ye  South  Branch  to  Henry  Van  Meter’s  in  order  to  go  about  intended  work  in  surveying 

lots. 


Monday,  March  28,  1748 

Traveled  up  ye  Branch  to  Mr.  James  Rutledge’s  about  seventy  miles  from  its  mouth. 


Tuesday,  March  29,  1748 

This  morning  went  out  and  surveyed  500  acres  of  land  and  went  down  to  Mr.  Michael  Stump’s,  on  ye 
So.  Fork  of  ye  Branch.  On  way  shot  two  wild  turkeys. 


Wednesday,  March  30,  1748 

This  morning  began  our  intended  business  of  laying  out  lots.  We  began  at  ye  boundary  line  of  ye 
Northern  Neck,  ten  miles  above  Stump’s.  (Course  given,  and  each  day’s  work  itemized) 


Saturday,  April  2,  1748 

Survey  for  Michael  Stump  lot  No.  12  (Gives  course  and  distance)  (This  lot  and  No.  13  were  granted) 


Sunday,  April  3,  1748 

Last  night  was  a  much  more  blustery  night  than  the  former.  We  had  our  tent  carried  quite  off  by  ye 
wind,  and  was  obliged  to  be  ye  latter  part  of  ye  night  without  covering.  There  were  several  persons  to  see  us 
this  day.  One  of  our  men  shot  a  wild  turkey. 

Monday,  April  4,  1748 

This  morning  Mr.  Fairfax  left  us,  with  the  intent  to  go  down  to  ve  mouth  of  ye  Branch.

Hampshire,  oldest  county  in  Virginia  (West  Virginia)  was  formed  from  Frederick  and  Augusta  in 
1754.  It  then  included  nearly  all  the  Valley  of  the  South  Branch  and  its  limits  westward  were  not  defined.  Min¬ 
eral,  Morgan,  Grant,  Hardy  and  a  part  of  Pendleton  were  taken  from  Hampshire. 

Lord  Fairfax  suggested  the  name  Hamshire  for  Hamshire  County,  England,  as  both  were  noted  for 
their  fine  hogs. 

John  Van  Meter  was  an  Indian  trader  from  New  York.  Isaac,  his  son,  came  to  what  is  now  known 
as  Old  Fields  in  1736.  Others  in  this  section  were  William  Miller,  Abraham  Hite,  Casey,  and  Foreman,  and  a 
man  named  Pancake  settled  in  the  vicinity  of  the  present  Romney. 

Romney  was  the  first  town  laid  out  by  Fairfax  in  1762.  The  building  used  by  His  Lordship  as  an 
office  in  Romney  is  still  standing. 

Moorefield,  then  in  Hamshire  was  founded  in  1777.  In  1785  Hardy  was  taken  from  Hamshire  and  in 
1787  Pendleton  from  Augusta,  Hardy  and  Rockingham. 

The  name  of  Dunmore  County  was  changed  to  Shenandoah  in  1777.  Shenandoah,  in  the  Indian  lan¬ 
guage  meant  “Daughter  of  the  Stars”,  a  title  richly  merited. 


CENSUS  RECORDS 


The  United  States  Census  for  Berkeley  County,  1810,  shows  the  following  members  of  the  Robinson 
(Robertson)  family: 

John,  three  James’s,  Israel,  Alexander,  Abraham,  George,  and  Thomas. 

In  the  Hampshire  County  Census  for  the  same  year,  we  find  Benjamin,  Richard,  and  Solomon  living 
at  Springfield.  Of  the  above  probably  Israel  was  the  most  outstanding.  He  was  a  lawyer,  a  judge,  a  statesman, 
an  editor,  and  a  skilled  engineer,  as  well,  having  constructed  the  greater  portion  of  the  B.  &  O.  R.  R.  between 
Martinsburg  and  Clarksburg.  Captain  John  was  the  host  at  the  “Indian  Chief”.  The  “Berkeley  Intelligencer” 
of  July  4,  1802  has  the  following  notice:  “Messrs.  Bromlet  and  Arnold  will  give  the  favorite  Opera  of  the  Poor 
Soldier  in  Capt.  John  Robinson’s  large  room,  Saturday  evening  the  14th  inst.”  John  lived  in  Martinsburg  and 
operated  the  “Indian  Chief,”  which,  we  assume,  was  an  hotel,  an  inn,  or  a  tavern;  the  other  Robinson’s  lived 
outside  the  town,  in  the  country.  Thomas,  one  of  the  number  was  omitted  from  the  list. 

MEANING  OF  INDIAN  NAMES 

Aler’s  “History  of  Martinsburg  and  Berkeley  County”  gives  nothing  concerning  the  Robinson’s. 

Gardiner’s  “Chronicles  of  Old  Berkeley”  gives  the  following  English  equivalents  of  Indian  names 
still  in  use  in  the  county  and  in  the  area  covered  by  this  report.

GEORGE  ROBINSON 

George  Robinson  was  one  of  the  first  whose  doings  in  Augusta  County  are  in  recorded  history.  Just 
where  his  home  was  located  is  not  definitely  disclosed  in  the  records  searched,  but  the  evidence  points  to  a  lo¬ 
cation  somewhere  near  Beverly  Manor  and  Borden’s  Tract,  in  the  Shenandoah  Valley.  But  his  real  estate 
activities  were  not  confined  to  this  section,  by  any  means,  as  the  record  of  deeds  will  show  that  he  owned  land 
in  many  sections  of  what  was  then  Augusta  County,  now  divided  into  almost  a  score  of  counties. 

George  appears  to  have  been  engaged  in  many  civic  and  patriotic  enterprises.  He  was  one  of  the 

first  justices  of  the  county  in  1745;  member  of  the  new  court,  1746;  on  a  commission  to  court  of  the  adjoining 
county  of  Lunenberg  concerning  a  road,  same  year;  nominator  of  tithables  for  working  a  road;  a  captain  of 
Foot  in  the  Colonial  Militia,  1754;  in  May,  1756,  made  claim  for  ranging;  in  1758  secured  judgment  in  court  vs. 
Joseph  Love,  of  Roanoke,  and  had  one  issued  vs.  him,  on  plea  of  Mills.  He  was  chosen  to  head  companies  of 
processioners  in  successive  years,  all  of  which  points  to  the  fact  that  George  Robinson,  Gent.,  as  he  is  titled  in 
one  transaction,  was  a  prominent  “man  of  parts”  in  pioneer  history  of  Augusta  County.  An  abstract  of  his 
will  may  be  found  in  another  section  of  this  report,  and  the  record  of  real  estate  transactions  under  yet  another 
heading. 

George  Robinson  married  Mary  McKay,  daughter  of  Robert  McKay,  Sr.  whose  will  was  dated  Oct.  7, 
1746,  and  recorded  in  Will  Book  I,  page  435,  of  Augusta  County,  and  refers  to  “daughter  Mary,  wife  of  George 
Robinson  of  Pennsylvania”.  We  give  it  as  our  opinion  that  George  and  Mary  were  married  in  Pennsylvania 
prior  to  their  removal  to  Augusta. 

That  George  was  an  Episcopalian  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  he  bought  “a  small  prayer  book”  Bryan 
McDonald’s,  Aug.  29,  1759.  He  was  also  an  Englishman,  doubtless,  and  a  man  of  religious  curiosity  if  not  of 
convictions. 

Yet  John  Brannam  “prophanely  desiring  God  to  damn  George  Robinson  and  his  company”  was  haled 
into  court  May  21,  1747.  This  probably  was  because  of  frustration.  George  Robinson  served  as  Captain  of  Ca 
8,  Augusta  County  Militia,  1742.  (Crozier-Virginia  Colonial  Militia,  page  94.)  Also  of  Co.  10,  same  year. 
(Chalkley  V.  2,507.) 

JOHN  ROBINSON 

Eldest  son  of  James  Robinson  of  Pennsylvania,  was  sent  by  his  father  to  Roanoke  where  he  bought 
land  on  his  father’s  account  from  George  Robinson.  James  came  with  his  family  and  divided  his  land  between 
his  children.  There  were  three  sons,  John,  William,  and  Samuel.  The  title  was  taken  in  John’s  name  and  he 
did  not  convey  his  dividend  to  Samuel.  John  was  killed  by  the  Indians  and  French  in  1756,  and  left  only  an  or¬ 
phan  daughter,  Elizabeth.  Samuel,  in  Pennsylvania,  sold  his  share  of  the  land  to  Samuel  Crockett,  of  Cumber¬ 
land  County,  on  24th  Oct.  1767.  Crockett  sued  Robinson  to  get  his  property,  28th.  May,  1768.  John  married 
Mary  Montgomery.  William  Robinson  was  appointed  guardian  of  Elizabeth,  Feb.  23,  1762,  at  instance  of  David. 
She  was  married  to  Alexander  Montgomery,  1774.  Mary  Robinson  administered  John’s  estate. 

JAMES  ROBINSON,  WEAVER 
JAMES  ROBINSON,  YEOMAN 

There  were  two  James  Robinsons  among  the  pioneers  -  James,  the  weaver,  who  made  his  will,  7th 
Apr.  1768,  and  James  the  yeoman.  Evidently  they  were  cousins.  Each  left  a  son  named  David.  The  duplication 
rather  multiplication  of  the  same  name  makes  it  extremely  difficult  and  at  times  impossible  for  the  researcher 
to  assign  any  particular  acts  to  any  particular  person  of  the  name  without  having  made  first  a  life  time  study  of 
the  family  history.  Hence,  we  can  only  give  the  record,  and  in  some  cases  there  will  be  a  doubt  as  to  whidi 
James  did  what,  etc.  Now,  James,  the  weaver,  made  his  will  in  1768,  and  as  James,  the  yeoman,  made  his  will  in 
1751,  and  left  a  son  James,  the  weaver  could  have  been  and  probably  was,  the  son  of  the  yeoman.  Now  again  we 
have  James,  yeoman,  making  a  will  11th.  Dec.  1770,  also  leaving  a  son  James,  to  carry  on  the  name.  The  yeo¬ 
man’s  wife  (James  d.  1751)  \vas  Mary,  and  the  weaver’s  Hannah.  Hannah  was  servant  to  Thomas  Bowyer,  March 
26,  1765  and  was  still  living  in  1801,  when  the  Court  ordered  a  privy  examination  for  her  re  the  deed  James  to 
Arthur  Graham. 

ESTHER  ROBINSON 

Esther  Robinson,  sometimes  called  Hester,  was  appointed  administrator  of  James  Robinson’s  es¬ 
tate,  Aug.  15,  1753.  William  Robinson  was  to  serve  with  her. 

DAVID  ROBINSON 

David  Robinson  appears  on  the  Court  Records  of  Augusta  County,  March  11,  1753,  qualifying  as  a 
Lieutenant  of  Foot.  The  date,  according  to  our  yardstick,  qualifies  him  as  a  pioneer.  Very  probably,  David  was 
a  brother  to  James,  John,  Isaac,  Benjamin,  and  William,  not  forgetting  Thomas,  Joel  and  Jonathan.  In  1769  (July) 
14th)  he  was  living  in  New  Gordon  Township,  Chester  County,  Pa.  He  was  a  large  landowner  in  Augusta  County 
owning  lands  on  Buffalo  Creek,  North  Branch  of  the  Shenandoah,  Linveil  Creek,  and  apparently  lived  “in  the 
lower  end  of  the  county”. 
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MARGARET  (MARGERY)  ROBINSON 


Margaret  was  the  wife  of  Joel  Robinson  of  Augusta  County,  hereinafter  mentioned. 


ISABELLA  ROBINSON 


Isabella  was  the  wife  of  Robert  Robinson,  of  whom  mention  is  made  in  Chalkley’s  but  once. 


MATTHEW  ROBINSON 


Matthew  Robinson  was  a  pioneer,  dating  from  1753.  He  was  one  of  the  principals  in  a  deed  made 
March  27,  1753  by  Borden  et  al  to  Matthew  Robinson  400  acres  of  92100. 


PETER  ROBINSON 


Peter  Robinson  witnessed  a  paper  with  Samuel  Vause,  John  Dever  and  George  Benson,  9th  January, 

1760. 

ANNABEL  ROBINSON 

Annabel  was  the  wife  of  the  original  David,  of  New  Gordon  Township,  Chester  County,  Pa. 

JOEL  ROBINSON 

Joel  Robinson  patented  land  on  North  River  of  Shanando,  October  31,  1765.  With  his  wife  Margaret 
he  deeded  this  land  to  John  Bear,  November  15,  1773.  Joel  was  a  large  land  owner  in  the  Robinson  tradition. 
He  appears  in  the  early  records  of  Hampshire,  Hardy,  Highland,  and  perhaps  other  counties. 

BENJAMIN  ROBINSON 

While  that  part  of  the  country  was  included  in  Hampshire  County,  Benjamin  Robinson  settled  on 
Salt  Lick  Creek,  near  the  present  town  of  Lumberport,  Harrison  County.  Like  his  brothers  he  was  a  large 
land  owner  and  a  great  patriot.  He  also  made  history  in  Augusta  County,  for  he  was  involved  with  his  brother, 
William,  and  McKinney  Robinson  (who  may  have  been  a  brother)  in  a  suit  brought  by  David  Rees,  et  al.  vs.  the 
three  Robinson's,  filed  in  Harrison  County  on  August  21,  1797;  and  John  Smith  made  a  declaration  before  the 
Court  of  Augusta  (as  mentioned  herein)  that  he  was  a  substitute  for  Benjamin  in  the  Revolutionary  Army.  More 
information  will  be  found  about  Benjamin  under  a  Harrison  County  heading. 

ISAAC  ROBINSON 

Isaac  Robinson  lived  on  the  road  from  Adam  Reader’s  mines  to  Staunton.  He  was  listed  as  a  “de¬ 
linquent”  in  1748.  In  1787  he  processioned  “on  line  from  Burden’s  (Borden’s)  line  to  William  Tease’s  between 
South  Mountain  and  Kennedy’s  road  to  Staunton  and  thence  by  Tinkling  Springs  Meeting  House.”  This  is  the 
route  taken  by  George  Robinson’s  company  in  1764,  and  may  be  considered  as  evidence  that  George  and  Isaac 
lived  in  the  same  neighborhood  and  parish.  Isaac  repeated  the  processioning  in  1768.  In  1773  he  made  his  will 
on  the  fourteenth  of  April,  “being  in  the  township  of  Whitpan,  Philadelphia  Co.”  There  was  another  Isaac,  the 
son  of  James,  the  yeoman,  probably  a  nephew  of  Isaac,  the  first,  or  pioneer.  The  wife  of  Isaac,  the  pioneer, 
was  named  Hannah. 

WILLIAM  ROBINSON 

The  name  of  William  Robinson  occurs  frequently  in  the  records  of  Augusta  and  her  daughter  count¬ 
ies:  Hampshire,  Harrison,  Hardy,  Frederick,  Prince  William,  Fauquier  and  Fairfax.  William  Robinson,  wheth¬ 
er  our  William,  or  not,  cannot  be  said,  but  it  may  well  have  been,  married  a  Beverly  and  with  Beverly  of  Bev¬ 
erly  Manor,  received  a  grant  of  more  than  ip0,000  acres  from  which  the  Manor  was  formed.  William  and  his 
wife,  Martha,  sold  380  acres  to  SAM  HOUSTON,  ;the  Iwfo  of  Texa»4ndepen4enee,  on  Beverly  Manor  in  1752. 
They  made  many  conveyances  in  Augusta  County,  but  then  seem  to  have  been  identified  more  with  the  early 
history  of  Harrison  County  where  William  had  a  brother,  Benjamin,  whose  story  we  have  already  told.  More 
about  William  will  appear  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

JOSEPH  ROBINSON 

Joseph  Robinson  definitely  was  a  pioneer,  dating  from  September  20,  1748,  when  he  patented  190 
acres  on  “the  waters  of  Rone  Oke,  joining  land  formerly  George  Robinson’s  on  Buffalo  Creek”.  He  seems  to 
have  been  an  excellent  judge  of  values  as  he  was  in  frequent  demand  as  an  appraiser  of  estates.  There  were 
several  Joseph's  in  the  generations  following  but  we  shall  not  attempt  to  give  details  of  their  activities  in  this 
brief  report. 
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COUNTY  BOUNDARIES  OF  LOUDOUN  AND  FAIRFAX  COUNTIES 


In  the  beginning  the  county  of  Prince  William  embraced  all  of  what  we  now  know  as  Loudoun,  Fair¬ 
fax,  and  Fauquier  counties.  In  1742  Fairfax  County  was  cut  off  from  Prince  William  and  embraced  all  the 
present  counties  of  Fairfax  and  Loudoun.  Then  in  1757  Loudoun  County  was  formed  from  the  northern  portion 
of  Fairfax  and  extended  from  Difficult  Run  to  the  Blue  Ridge.  The  line  was  drawn  on  the  south  and  east  along 
Difficult  Run  from  source  to  mouth  where  it  discharges  into  the  Potomac.  On  January  2,  1798  this  line  was 
changed  and  “all  that  part  of  Loudoun  lying  between  the  lower  boundary  thereof,  and  a  line  drawn  from  the 
mouth  of  Sugar  Land  Run  to  Carter’s  Mill,  on  Bull  Run,  shall  be  and  is  hereby  added  to  and  made  a  part  of 
Fairfax”. 

Sugar  Land  Run  now  marks  the  eastern  city  limits  of  Herndon,  Virginia.

In  the  name  of  God  Amen.  I  John  Robertson  of  the  County  of  Loudoun  and  State  of  Virginia  being 
through  the  blessings  of  Divine  Providence  in  the  full  possession  of  my  reasoning  faculties  bodily  infirm  and 
of  declining  health  do  make  and  ordain  this  instrument  signed  with  my  own  hand  my  last  Will  and  Testament 
revoking  all  others. 

Item  1st.  I  will  and  bequeath  all  my  land  lying  in  the  State  of  Ohio  consisting  of  four  hundred  and 
eight  acres  to  my  five  daughters  Mary  Sarah  Tamas  and  Elizabeth  and  Helah  to  be  divided  among  them 
equally  according  to  quantity  and  quality.  I  likewise  order  and  direct  that  they  receive  three  hundred  dol¬ 
lars  not  to  be  demanded  however  until  after  the  death  of  their  mother  unless  she  chooses  to  pay  them  or 
either  of  them  sooner. 

Item  2nd.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  beloved  wife  Elizabeth  during  her  life  my  plantation;  on  which 
I  now  live  together  with  all  my  farming  implements  and  utensils  and  stocks  of  all  kinds  &  grain  the  whole  to  be 
under  &  subject  to  her  control  and  management  as  she  in  her  discretion  may  judge  most  conducive  to  her  in¬ 
terest  and  the  welfare  of  my  family  which  I  feel  I  must  shortly  leave.  I  direct  that  my  wife  do  not  increase  the 
amount  of  stock  now  on  hand  but  sell  them  as  they  increase  keeping  about  the  same  amount  now  on  hand.  As  it 
is  my  desire  that  my  son  William  continue  with  mother  and  work  the  farm,  I  direct  that  he  receive  for  his  ser¬ 
vices  a  reasonable  compensation. 

Item  3rd.  At  the  death  of  my  wife  the  said  Plantation  above  mentioned  together  with  all  the  farm¬ 
ing  implements  and  utensils  shall  be  the  property  of  my  son  William  and  come  immediately  into  his  possession 
together  with  all  and  singular  the  appurtenances  thereunto  belonging.  In  order  to  assist  him  in  beginning  the 
said  William  shall  have  two  cows  three  horses  six  or  eight  sheep  and  six  or  eight  hogs  provided  he  have  them 
not  of  his  own  at  the  death  of  his  mother.  I  also  give  to  William  at  the  death  of  his  mother  my  eight  day  clock 
and  secretary. 

Item  4th.  I  order  and  direct  the  mill  be  rented  until  sold  at  a  fair  price  and  four  hundred  dollars 
of  the  amount  for  which  it  shall  sell  be  paid  to  my  son  Seth.  This  sum  I  give  to  him  together  with  a  house  and 
lot  on  the  west  side  of  the  Catoctin  mountains  purchased  of  Adam  Spring  &  his  wife-said  house  and  lot  shall  be 
delivered  to  him  at  the  discretion  of  my  wife  his  mother. 

And  lastly  at  the  death  of  my  beloved  wife  I  direct  that  all  the  money  and  proceeds  of  property  turn¬ 
ed  into  money  that  shall  remain  after  fulfilling  the  conditions  of  this  will  be  equally  divided  among  my  son  Wil¬ 
liam  and  my  five  Daughters  above  named.  I  constitute  my  son  William  the  executor  of  his  Mother’s  Property. 

I  desire  that  my  honest  debts  be  speedily  paid.

This  lay  along  the  north  branch  of  Four  Mile  Run 
extending  westwardly  about  two  miles  and  northerly  to  the  crossing  of  the  Columbia  Turnpike  and  the  electric 
trolley  line. 

Page  7.  Par.  5.  James  Robertson,  two  contiguous  patents,  one  for  800  acres  dated  February  27th 
1729,  the  other  for  629  acres  dated  March  3,  1730.  Robertson  conveyed  over  600  acres  of  the  northerly  end 
of  his  land  to  Simon  Pearson,  who  devised  432  acres  of  his  purchase  to  his  daughter,  Constantia  Chapman,  and 
195  acres  to  his  daughter  Susanna.  The  Robertson  patents  had  more  at  stake  than  the  others  in  the  location  of 
the  back  line  of  the  Housing  patent,  as  north  15  degree  west  course  for  that  line  would  appropriate  a  big  slice 
of  them.

( T3 )  the  location  on  which  sits  your  unworthy  researcher  at  the  moment.  It  was  renamed  for  George  Miner,  Col¬

J^COB  THOMAS,  REVOLUTIONARY  SOLDIER  in  Pennsylvania. 

The  Thomas  family  lived  in  Switzerland  and  the  name  was  pronounced  ‘Toomas.’  They  were  Lutherans  and 
were  persecuted  by  the  Catholics.  This  was  the  prime  cause  of  their  coming  to  America.  It  is  said  that 
they  left  large  property  holdings  in  Switzerland.  There  were  numerous  legal  papers  to  prove  this,  but  most 
of  these  papers  were  destroyed  by  fire  in  Knoxville,  Tennessee. 


JACOB  THOMAS  was  born  in  Cumberland  County,  Pennsylvania  in  1752.  His  wife  was  named  Louise  Shultz 
(or  Shults).  They  were  married  in  1777.  Jacob  Thomas  served  in  the  Infantry  in  Cumberland  County,  Penn¬ 
sylvania  and  later  in  the  Calvary  in  Virginia. 

After  the  Revolutionary  War,  Jacob  Thomas  settled  near  Bristol,  Virginia.  He  died  there  in  the  locality 
known  as  Paperville,  in  the  year  1824.  He  was  buried  in  the  Paperville  Cemetary.  Tombstones  were  erected. 
Louis  Shults  (Shultz)  Thomas,  wife  of  Jacob  Thomas,  died  at  this  same  place.

He  entered  the  service  4  May  1779,  but 
the  date  of  his  separation  is  not  shown.  His  name  last  appears  on  a  company 
muster  roll  of  October,  November  and  December  1779,  dated  13  February  1780 
which  bears  the  remark:  "Command. "

The  records  show  services  of  commissioned  officers  in  Virginia 
organizations  in  the  Revolutionary  War  as  follows: 

William  Robertson,  surname  also  shown  Robinson,  Ensign,  2d  Virginia 
Regiment,  also  designated  2d  Battalion.  His  name  appears  on  an  undated 
list  which  shows  Bate  of  Provincial  Commission,  21  October  1775.  His 
name  appears  on  another  undated  list,  which  shows  date  of  Commission  30 
January  1776,  and  also  shows  #Resigned,"  date  not  stated. 

William  Robertson,  Cadet,  3d  Virginia  Regiment.  His  name  appears  on  a 
list  dated  28  August  1778,  which  shows  "Bate  of  first  Commission  25  August 
1776,  Resignation  April  -  1777." 

William  Robinson  surname  also  shown  as  Robison,  Ensign,  Captain  John 
Chilton's  Company,  3d  Virginia  Regiment,  commanded  by  Colonel  Thoma6  Marshall. 
His  name  is  first  shown  on  a  company  pay  roll  covering  the  period  from 
7  October  to  7  Becember  1776  and  is  last  shown  on  the  company  pay  roll  for 
May,  1777. 

William  Robertson,  surname  also  shown  as  Robbertson  and  Robinson, 

Adjutant,  9th  Virginia  Regiment,  commanded  by  Colonel  George  Mathews.  He 
waB  commissioned  22  May  1777,  and  was  taken  prisoner  4  October  1777  at  German¬ 
town.  His  name  appears  on  a  list  dated  New  Utreaght,  22  Ajigust  1778,  "of 
Officers  prsoners  on  parole  on  Long  Island,"  and  also  on  an  undated  list  of 
Officers  who  have  been  exchanged,  but  the  date  of  exchange  is  not  shown. 

William  Robertson,  surname  also  shown  as  Robinson,  Lieutenant,  5th 
Virginia  Regiment.  He  was' commissioned  24  November  1778.  His  name  appears 
on  a  Paymaster  General's  return,  dated  10  January  1776,  under  the  heading: 
"Alphabetical  List  of  the  Officers  of  the  Virginia  Line  who  were  deranged  on 
the  1st  January,  1783." 

It  can  not  be  ascertained  from  the  records  of  this  office  whether  all 
the  foregoing  relates  to  one  and  the  same  man,  or  to  more  than  one  man. 

Henman' s  Historical  Register  of  Officers  of  the  Continental  Army,  an 
unofficial  publication  entitled  to  credit,  shows:  "Robertson,  William  (Va). 
Ensign  2d.  Virginia,  21st  October,  1775;  resigned  May,  1776;  Adjutant  9th  Vir¬ 
ginia,  2nd,  May,  1777;  transferred  to  1st  Virginia,  14th  September,  1778;  Lieu¬ 
tenant,  24th  September,  1778;  taken  prisoner  at  Germantown,  4th  October,  1777; 
released,  3d  Becember,  1780;  retained  in  5th  Virginia,  12th  February,  1781, 
and  retired  1st  January,  1783.  (Lied  12th  November,  1831.)"

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ABSTRACTS  OF  ROBERTSON  AND  ROBINSON  PENSION  RECORDS 


War  Department,  Veteran’s  Records,  File  R8916:  Thomas  Robinson  of  Great  Flat  Top 
Mountain,  Fayette  County,  West  Virginia,  on  23rd  of  September  1848,  applied  for  pension.  Was  drafted 
into  service  from  Rockingham  County,  served  three  months  under  Captain  Baxter  mostly  below  Richmond, 
then  went  home  to  Rockingham  County.  After  a  short  time  he  was  again  drafted  and  under  Captain  Rice 
was  marched  to  the  head  of  Elizabeth  River  and  there  stationed  under  Colonel  Noll  and  Major  Hamilton, 
not  far  from  the  British  camp.  Was  not  in  battle  during  service. 

United  States  Pension  Rolls,  Volume  2:  George  Robertson,  Private,  12th  Virginia  Regiment, 
United  States  Infantry,  placed  on  pension  roll  October  21,  1822.  Pension  commenced  September  2,  1814. 
Reduced  April  24,  1816. 

United  States  Pension  Rolls,  Volume  2,  page  28:  Charles  and  James  Robinson  on  list  of  invalid 
pensioners  paid  at  Virginia  agency.  Residence  undetermined  on  account  of  destruction  of  records  by  the 
British  in  War  of  1812. 

DEPOSITION  OF  GEORGE  ROBERTSON  OF  PRINCE  WILLIAM  COUNTY,  VIRGINIA 

George  Robertson  came  before  me  one  of  the  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  the  County  of  Prince 
William  and  State  of  Virginia,  and  made  oath  that  he  is  the  same  George  Robertson  to  whom  the  accom¬ 
panying  certificate  was  given  by  William  Thompson  late  paymaster  to  the  36th  Regiment,  Virginia 
Militia  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  .

Captain  Wright’s 
Militia  Company,  Greenbrier  County,  Virginia  for  12  months.  Went  under  Captain  John  Wood  to  the  lead  mines 
called  Chizels  Mines,  thence  to  the  head  of  Holston  passing  the  Valley  station  in  Powell’s  Valley  and  Cumber¬ 
land  Mountains  to  Logan  station  in  Kentucky  where  it  was  decided  the  troops  were  not  to  go  to  Detroit  (where 
they  were  orginally  billed  to  go)  but  he  was  marched  to  the  frontier  on  Salt  River  under  Captain  James  Arm¬ 
strong  who  commanded  during  his  service  at  Salt  River.  His  major  was  Andrew  Hamilton.  Discharged  at 
McAfee’s  Station  in  1780.  Saw  no  Indians.  Was  in  no  battle.

Enlisted  in  fall  of  1779  for  tour  of  duty  under  Captain  Henry  Robertson  in  militia  from  Brunswick  county.  Was 
then  not  16  years  old.  About  May  1,  1781  when  Cornwallis  threatened  to  invade  the  State  he  was  again  called 
into  service  under  Captain  Nathaniel  Lucas,  Major  Robert  Mabry  &  Captain  Littleberry  Robertson  and  rendez¬ 
voused  at  Belfield  in  the  county  of  Brunswick,  where  the  Southern  road  along  which  the  British  army  was 
marching  northerly  crossed  Meherrin  river.  There  they  laid  until  May  14  when  the  whole  party  was  taken 
prisoner.  He  was  paroled  and  served  no  more  during  the  war.

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MISCELLANEOUS  ITEMS 


We  find  surveys  of  land  to  Stephen  Robinson  and  to  Joel  Robinson  as  early  as  1793. 

In  1793  Stephen  Robinson  was  recommended  as  Ensign  on  the  First  Battalion  of  Hardy  County. 

In  1797  James  Robinson,  being  aged  and  infirm,  was  exempted  from  paying  tax  in  the  future.

K3TTOCTIN,  or  Ketockin  modernized  to  Catoctin  is  an  Indian  word  meaning  “big  wooded  hill”.  Ketockin 
Mountain  ranges  across  Loudoun  County  just  behind  Leesburg.  The  Ketockin  Baptist  Church  was  organized 
in  1756,  and  services  are  still  held  there.  It  is  located  between  Hillsboro  and  Purcellville. 

There  are  two  Goose  Creeks  mentioned  herein.  One  is  in  Southwest  Virginia  and  the  other  is  in  Loudoun 
County.  The  Quakers  had  a  meeting  house  on  the  latter  creek  in  1736.  The  property  of  the  Robertson’s  was 
in  the  vicinity  bur  there  is  nothing  to  indicate  that  any  of  the  Robertson’s  were  of  that  faith.  John  Robinson 
married  Eliza  Sands  of  the  neighborhood  and  Abijah  Sands  married  Hester  Janney.  The  Janney’s  were  Quakers 
but  this  wedding  appears  to  have  been  performed  by  a  minister  of  another  faith. 

OMMISSION.  Robert  Robertson  of  Leesburg  was  omitted  from  the  Census  of  1810,  Loudoun  County  elsewhere 
herein. 

In  “Four  X  Mile  Land  Grants”found  on  page  13  of  this  report,  and  to  which  reference  is  made  in  will  of  James 
Robertson,  we  find  Robertson  willing  certain  of  his  lands  to  his  daughter  conditionally.  The  reference  here  is 
to  the  outcome  of  a  suit  which  was  pending,  brought  by  the  Alexanders  once  of  the  vicinity  but  then  living  in 
North  Carolina  for  recovery  of  the  property  which  they  had  once  owned. 

Janet  Robertson  married  Birch  (Four  Mile  Land  Grants-Stetson). 

In  Morton’s  History  of  Pendleton  County,  McKinney  Robinett  and  Edward  Robinett  are  listed  as  among  the  early 
settlers  and  there  is  a  note  to  the  effect  that  the  name  is  the  same  as  Robinson.  Edward  married  Margaret 
Kessner  of  Trout  Run.  Robeson  is  classified  as  English.  Settled  on  Trout  Run,  1798.  The  children  of  Edward 
and  Margaret:  (They  married  1799)  John  M,  Nancy  Lngmire,  born  1800,  died  1869,  Trout  Run.  Sarah  A.  (John 
Warner,  Lewis),  born  1804,  died  1885.  Elizabeth  (John  Baker,  Franklin).  Mary  (John  Keller,  Seneca).  Susan 
(Kissamore  Carr-Ohio).  Henry  (Sarah  Skidmore,  West  Virginia). 

Henry  was  member  of  Co.  F,  Ruddle,  West  Virginia,  and  John  W.  Roberson  Co.  G,  18  deceased,  were  ([onfederate 
soldiers  from  Pendleton  county. 

In  the  early  days,  settlers  in  Augusta  County  were  required  to  be  naturalized,  according  to  Morton’s  history, 
page  389,  which  says  “The  records  of  Augusta  County  show  that  the  individuals  named  below  produced  a  certi¬ 
ficate  of  their  having  received  the  sacrament,  and  took  the  usual  oaths  to  his  Majesty’s  person  and  government, 
subscribed  the  abjuration  oath  and  test,  which  is  ordered  to  be  certified  in  order  to  their  obtaining  warrants  of 
naturalization”.  In  1762,  Henry  Pickle  and  others  were  naturalized. 

Census  of  1810  for  Pendleton  County,  Virginia  -  No  Robinson’s. 
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THE  FOUNDER  OF  NASHVILLE,  A  FAMOUS  ROBERTSON 


This  brief  biography  of  General  James  Robertson,  a  native  Virginian,  and  founder  of  Nashville, 
Tennessee,  is  found  in  Moore’s  “Tennessee,  the  Volunteer  State”,  page  223. 

James  Robertson,  called  “the  father  of  Tennessee  history”,  was  born  in  Brunswick  County,  Va. 
on  June  28,  1742,  and  died  at  the  Chickasaw  Agency  near  Memphis,  in  West  Tennessee,  on  September  1,  1814. 
In  1825,  his  remains  were  removed  and  reinterred  with  imposing  ceremonies,  in  the  City  Cemetery,  Nashville* 
on  which  occasion,  Judge  John  Haywood,  Tennessee’s  first  historian,  delivered  a  eulogistic  address. 

When  Robertson  was  still  a  boy,  his  parents  moved  to  Wake  County,  North  Carolina,  where  he  mar¬ 
ried  Miss  Charlotte  Reeves,  by  whom  he  had  eleven  children.  Like  other  North  Carolina  patriots,  Robertscn 
fiercely  resented  the  oppression  of  the  British  officials  in  that  province.  Looking  to  an  asylum  from  this  tyr¬ 
anny,  Robertson,  in  the  spring  of  1769,  went  with  a  party  of  hunters  across  the  mountains.  In  the  Watauga  Vat 
ley,  he  built  a  cabin  and  raised  a  crop  and  then  returned  for  his  family.  On  the  return,  he  became  lost  and 
wandered  for  fourteen  days,  when  he  encountered  two  other  hunters  who  saved  his  life  and  enabled  him  to  reach 
his  home  in  Wake  County.  In  1771,  he  moved  his  family  to  the  Watauga  and  became  the  most  influential  leader 
in  the  formation  of  the  Watauga  Association  in  1772. 

In  1774,  he  took  part  as  an  officer  in  the  battle  of  Point  Pleasant,  when  together  with  Valentine 
Sevier,  he  prevented  General  Lewis’  army  from  being  surprised  by  the  Indians.  While  living  in  the  Watauga 
Settlement,  he  was  made  resident  agent  among  the  Cherokees  and  as  such  lived  among  them  for  some  time, 
during  which  he  gained  their  friendship  and  confidence  to  such  an  extent  that  later,  when  a  serious  breach  oc¬ 
curred  between  the  Settlers  and  Indians,  Robertson  went  alone  to  them  and  succeeded  in  averting  a  war. 

Together,  with  John  Done  Ison,  he  founded  the  Settlement  on  the  Cumberland  which  became  Nash¬ 
ville.  He  left  the  Watauga  Settlement  in  the  fall  of  1779  and  traveling  by  land,  reached  the  French  Lick  cn 
Christmas  Day,  or  the  day  before,  in  the  same  year,  and  crossed  the  river  on  January  1,  1780.  Donelson,  with 
the  women  and  children,  went  by  water  and  reached  the  Lick  April  24,  1780.  The  Cumberland  Compact  was 
drawn  up  almost  immediately  and  signed.  In  this  Settlement,  Robertson  was  the  leading  figure.  But  for  him 
the  infant  colony  would  have  succumbed  to  the  hardships  it  encountered  or  would  have  been  wiped  out  by  the  In¬ 
dians. 


He  was  elected  Colonel  by  the  people  of  the  Settlement  and  became  a  member  of  the  Legislature  of 
North  Carolina,  and  was  appointed  Brigadier  General  by  Washington  1790.  After  having  fought  the  Indians  for 
many  years,  and  having  punished  them  so  severely  at  times  that  they  were  constrained  to  refrain  to  a  great  de¬ 
gree  from  their  former  depredations,  Robertson’s  hands  were  tied  in  1790,  when  Tennessee  became  a  territory 
of  the  United  States,  by  Washington’s  policy  of  not  fighting  the  Indians  in  the  expectation  of  making  a  treaty  with 
them.  Hence,  the  Indians,  instigated  by  the  Spanish,  fVir  ^p™tntl™in°  and  became  bolder 

and  bolder  as  they  learned  that  they  could  not  be  pursued  and  punished.  Conditions  finally  became  so  intolera¬ 
ble,  that  Robertson,  in  spite  of  instructions  to  let  the  Indians  alone,  in  1794  sent  an  expedition  under  Major  Ore 
which  annihilated  the  Indian  towns  of  Nickajack  and  Running  Water  and  stopped  the  Indian  outbreaks.  For  his 
action,  he  was  reproved  and  reassigned  as  Brigadier  General. 

In  1796,  he  was  one  of  the  most  important  and  influential  members  of  the  First  Constitutional  Con¬ 
vention. 


His  home  and  fort  were  located  near  Richland  Creek,  not  far  from  the  Cumberland  River,  a  little 
to  the  north  of  Charlotte  Pike,  West  Nashville,  where,  in  1783,  a  treaty  was  held  with  the  Indians,  and  in  1795, 
he  was  visited  by  a  delegation  of  Chickasaws  headed  by  the  famous  chief,  Colbert,  and  where  the  great  camp 
meetings  were  held  later.  So  great  was  Robertson’s  influence  with  the  Chickasaws  that  he  was  made  Indian 
agent  and,  after  having  been  a  public  servant  for  half  a  century,  humane,  just  and  upright,  he  died  in  harness  at 
the  Chickasaw  Agency  in  West  Tennessee. 

Robertson  was  a  man  of  coolness,  good  judgment,  prudence,  Kindness  and  fearlessness.  His  grand¬ 
daughter,  Mrs.  Cheatham,  described  him  as  follows: 

“He  was  about  five  feet  nine  inches  in  height,  heavy  built,  but  not  fat.  His  head  inclined  slightly 
forward  so  that  his  light  blue  eyes  were  usually  shaded  by  his  heavy  eyebrows.  His  hair  was  very  dark  like  a 
mole  in  color  -  and  his  complexion,  though  naturally  very  fair,  was  darkened  and  reddened  by  exposure.  I  re¬ 
member  him  as  being  uncommonly  quiet  and  thoughtful  and  full  of  the  cares  of  business”. 
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CHARLES  AND  ELIJAH  ROBERTSON  -  ANNALS  OF  TENNESSEE 
DAR  Lineage  Book  26,  Page  188. 

Charles  Robertson  (1740-1797)  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Watauga  Settlement  and  fought  in  many 
battles  with  the  Indians.  He  was  a  Major  in  Colonel  John  Sevier’s  Regiment  at  King’s  Mountain.  He  was  born 
in  Brunswick  County,  Virginia,  died  in  Washington  County,  Tennessee. 

He  was  a  delegate  to  the  Provincial  Congress  of  North  Carolina,  April  13,  1776,  to  prepare  the  State 
Constitution. 

He  had  three  sons  with  him  in  King’s  Mountain  Battle. 

Captain  Elijah  Robertson  (1744-1797)  served  at  battle  of  Point  Pleasant  and  was  at  siege  of  Watau¬ 
ga.  Emigrated  to  the  Cumberland  County  in  1783  and  was  prominent  in  Settlement  of  Tennessee.  He  was  born 
in  Brunswick  County,  Virginia  and  died  in  Nashville. 

Son,  General  Sterling  Clock  Robertson,  died  in  1842.

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FAMILY  HISTORY 
(Mrs.  Howard) 

John  Webb,  who  died  in  1008  and  was  the  father  of  James  and  the  father-in-law  of  Hester  R. 

Webb  had  a  tan  yard  on  South  Branch  Mountain,  Hardy  County,  Virginia.  His  son  James  carried  on  the 
business  until  his  death,  1872.  It  was  operated  by  others  until  around  1900.  All  of  the  sons  in  this  family 
learned  this  trade. 

A  “pass”  in  the  mountain  was  called  “Clifford’s  Hollow”  and  led  to  the  Potomac  Valley  and 
“Old  Fields”.  It  was  two  to  three  miles  through  this  pass  to  “Old  Fields”.  The  tan  yard  was  approxi¬ 
mately  seven  miles  from  Moorefield  -  to  the  East  -  Route  23  led  to  that  section  (in  1933).  There  is  a 
post  office  known  (in  1933)  as  Fabius,  West  Virginia.  Very  near  this  is  the  site  of  the  tan  yard  and  home 
of  the  Webb  Family  where  Hettie  spent  her  married  life  and  died.  I’d  say  1867-8  (see  later). 

The  family  buried  their  dead  on  the  land  near  the  house.  Later  generations  buried  the  dead  in 
a  churchyard  I  think  called  Asbury  Church  which  is  near.  The  early  graves  were  marked  only  with  field 
stones.  This  was  near  the  site  of  an  old  settlement  called  the  “Bean  Settlement  ’.  In  1933  when  I  was 
there,  the  neighborhood  was  still  called  “The  Bean  Settlement”. 

Regarding  the  date  of  death  of  Hettie  R.  Webb,  I  found  an  old  unsigned  deed  among  my  grand¬ 
father’s  papers  year  ago.  It  is  dated  October  1868.  My  grandfather.,  his  wife,  and  his  brother  William  who 
lived  here,  transferred  to  their  brother  George  still  living  in  Hardy  County,  all  rights  and  titles  to  their 
father’s  estate  “in  consideration  of  attentions  and  services  required  by  their  declining  years  whilst  said 
J  and  W  resided  in  a  distant  state  and  were  precluded  from  rendering  such  attentions  and  services  to  their 
aged  parents”.  Now  the  father,  James,  died  in  Hardy  County,  July  3rd,  1862.  Now  why  this  long  wait  unless 
the  mother  was  still  living?  I’d  make  a  guess  she  died  late  in  1867  or  early  1868. 

George  Webb,  son  of  James  and  Hettie  R.  Webb  resided  in  Hardy  County  until  around  1870  and 
was  head  of  a  large  family.  He  went  to  Cedar  County,  Missouri  and  died  there. 

John  Webb  came  to  Kentucky  in  the  fall- winter  of  1838-39  with  family  to  join  others  of  the  Van 
Meter  family  here  -  also  to  join  the  Shelby  family.  John  (my  grandfather)  became  Overseer  for  a  Van  Meter  - 
William,  until  his  death  was  connected  with  the  Shelby  family  -  especially  the  brother  of  Governor  Isaac 
Shelby,  1st  Governor  of  Kentucky.  The  Van  Meters  came  from  Hardy  County,  the  Shelby’s  from  “the  valley” 
and  along  the  Maryland  line,  not  far  distant  as  you  know. 

Also,  my  grandfather  and  his  brother  came  directly  into  this  section  of  Kentucky.  They  did  not 
own  land  until  they  purchased  it  in  this  Fayette  County  -  some  of  it  still  in  our  family  possession.  One 
hundred  years  ago  this  spring,  my  grandparents  returned  from  their  bridal  trip  to  Hardy  County.  They  were 
married  here  September  7,  1848  and  went  horseback  to  spend  the  winter  with  the  parents  of  the  groom.  At 
that  time,  1848-9,  Hannah  and  Catherine,  unmarried  daughters  of  James  and  Hester  Webb,  were  living  at  home 
“on  South  Branch  Mountain"  with  their  parents,  as  was  the  youngest  son  Thomas.  James,  another  son,  might 
have  been  at  home  or  living  nearby.  Of  the  first  three  I  am  positive.  I’ve  heard  my  grandmother  tell  of  it 
many  times.  Hester  was  living  then  as  we  know.  I  have  a  quilt  made  by  Hannah  and  Catherine  that  winter 
and  given  as  a  bridal  gift  to  my  grandmother.

The  reader  may  find  the  title  to  this  volume  confusing,  referring  as  it  does  to 
"Blaze  and  Hetty  Robertson, of  South  Branch, Virginia,  and  Their  Descendants".  In 
a  sense  the  title  is  correct, but  Hannah  having  been  the  wife  of  Blaze, and  Hetty 
his  daughter, more  properly  the  title  should  read  "Blaze  and  Hannah  Robertson  of 
South  Branch, Virginia, and  Their  Descendants". 


On  Page  1  the  title  should  read  "Arms  of  the  Robertsons  &c" 


A  more  correct  title  for  Page  56  would  be  "The  Descendants  of  James  and  Hetty 
Robinson  Webb". 


We  cannot  give  page  reference  but  believe  that  there  is  a  statement  in  this 
volume  to  the  effect  that  James  and  Hester  Robinson  Webb  emigrated  to  Kentucky. 
This  should  be  disregarded,  as  John,  not  James,  was  the  Webb  we  had  in  mind. 
James  and  Hetty  lived  to  a  ripe  old  age  in  Hardy  county.  See  Census  for  Hardy 
Co.,  1860  (P-45),  herein. 
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
